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Protección y permiso de trabajo por la acción diferida 


La acción diferida es un 
tipo de protección inmigratoria 
actualmente disponible de cual 
se conoce muy poco. El poder de 
otorgar este tipo de protección lo 
tiene el Director del Distrito del 
Centro de Servicios de Ciudada- 
nía e Inmigración de los Estados 
Unidos (USCIS). La decisión de 
otorgar esta protección la tiene 
exclusivamente el Director del 
Distrito y la decisión no se puede 
apelar. 

La protección bajo una ac- 
ción diferida es básicamente una 
acción por el Director del Distrito 
de USCIS en donde oficialmente 
expone que no se va a deportar 
al solicitante. La protección dura 
por 27 meses para aquellos que 


pueden aplicar para su residencia 
permanente en ese momento. 

Para personas que no'cali- 
fican para poder obtener su resi- 
dencia permanente en el momento 
(ejemplo: Hermano lo pidió, 
esposo que todavía es residente 
permanente la pidió, hijo es ciu- 
dadano pero no es todavía mayor 
de edad, etc.), la protección dura 
por dos años además del tiempo 
en que esperan la fecha para poder 
ajustar su estatus. 

La protección se puede ex- 
tender y lo más importante es que 
la persona califica para obtener su 
permiso de trabajo. Los factores 
que el USCIS considera en su 
decisión son: 

1. La probabilidad que vayan

2. Si existen datos que lo 
simpaticen (familia en los Estados 
Unidos, activo en la comunidad, 
mucho tiempo en este país, etc); 

3. La probabilidad que aún 
teniendo datos que le convienen 
al inmigrante, al negarle la acción 
deferida mala publicidad empiece 
contra el USCIS; 

4. Si el inmigrante tiene ré- 
cord criminal. (Para calificar, el 
solicitante no puede tener ninguna 
felonía en su historial); 

5. Edad del solicitante; 

6. Tiempo que el solicitante 
ha vivido en los Estados Unidos; 


7. Cantidad de ciudadanos 
americanos en su familia. 

Por ejemplo, una persona que 
haya sido pedido por un familiar y 
todavía le quedan varios años que 
esperar, puede aplicar para acción 
diferida y calificar. Esta protec- 
ción le aplica a personas que 
hayan entrado con visas válidas 
y estén esperando la fecha para 
ajustar su estatus basado en una 
petición previamente sometida 
por un familiar. 

Personas que están casados 
con residentes permanentes que 
aún no califican para hacerse 
ciudadanos americanos también 
pueden obtener protección bajo la 
acción diferida. De esta manera, el 
inmigrante que espera que su es- 
poso/a se haga ciudadano ameri- 
cano o que la fecha para poder 
ajustar su estatus por su hermano, 
padre, o hijo, puede acudir de esta 
protección y vivir y trabajar en 
este país legalmente. 

Cuando el USCIS le otorga al 
solicitante protección bajo Acción 
Diferida, la persona está protegida 
hasta la fecha en que pueda ajus- 
tar su estatus (obtener su green 
card) por la petición previamente 
sometida por su familiar y hasta 


dos años después.

Tijuana, Mexico (EFE) — 
Mexico's National Human Rights 
Commission said some 4,745 mi- 
grants have died trying to cross the 
border into the United States over 
the past 13 years. During a meeting 
with representatives of U.S. and 
Mexican non-governmental organi- 
zations in the border city of Tijuana, 
commission chairman Jose Luis 
Soberanes demanded that officials 
in both countries take responsibility 
for the deaths. 

“A minimal form of justice 
for the emigrants who fell on the 
border is to at least acknowledge 
their deaths. The governments 
of Mexico and the United States 
should accept that responsibility,” 
Soberanes said. 

The commission chairman said 
Mexico should take such a step “for 
being incapable of providing better 
opportunities for maintenance and 
development to the Mexicans who 


. emigrate,” while the United States 


should do so “because emigrants 
take increasingly greater risks to 
life due to its policy of contain- 
ment.” “No more violence! Not one 
more death in the border region!” 
Soberanes said at the meeting with 
representatives of Humane Borders, 
the Coalicion Pro Defensa del Emi- 
grante, American Civil Liberties 
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Union and Angeles de la Frontera. 

The rights commission chief 
warned that the number of emigrants 
killed while trying to cross the 
border could top 500 this year and 
criticized the U.S. Border Patrol. 

“We come to demand jus- 
tice for the emigrants persecuted 
by Border Patrol agents, those 
who are harassed and treated like 
criminals,” Soberanes said. “We 
regret that when a person seeking 
work escapes, they do not report 
the escape but instead pursue the 
migrant aboard all-terrain vehicles 
and prefer to go to the extreme of 
reporting their death,” the rights 
official said. Soberanes said Border 
Patrol agents enjoyed “impunity” in 
firing on immigrants. 

“Not only with premeditation 
and advantage, but sometimes they 
shoot them in the back,” he said. 

oberanes said that instead of bar- 
riers, both physical and legal, better 
understanding of migration should 
be sought by Mexico and the United 
States. “The walls and extreme 
surveillance have only strengthened 
organized crime and increased the 
chances that migrants will end up 
in the hands of those who traffic in 
people or will be unable to gauge 
the extreme temperatures that claim 
the lives of so many of them,” So- 
beranes said. 

Some 11 million Mexican-born 
people live in the United States, of 
whom 6 million are illegal immi- 
grants. Each year, nearly 500,000 
people try to cross the border into 
the United States.<>

de seguro médico la ayuda de intér- 
pretes y de materiales traducidos 
para evitar casos como el de Sara 
Martínez. 

Sara Martínez supo que tenía 
diabetes a finales de 2006. Además 
de lo inesperado de la noticia para 
una mujer de 28 años, su enferme- 
dad le trajo un problema adicional 
a esta salvadoreña, residente en Los 
Ángeles: su escaso inglés no lé per- 
mitía entender las instrucciones del 
médico ni explicarle sus dolencias.

No obstante, cuando el turno de la 
enfermera-traductora no coincidía 
con sus citas, la relación médico- 
paciente se complicaba. 

“El doctor me hablaba y yo sólo 
le miraba, sintiendo la angustia de 
no saber qué me estaba diciendo. Y 
tampoco podía explicarle cómo me 
sentía por la enfermedad y menos 
responderle lo que me preguntaba. 
Era una consulta por señas”, señala 
Martínez.

Bogota (EFE) — The 11 pro- 
vincial lawmakers killed while in 
rebel captivity last June were shot 
in the back with the kind of assault 
rifles used by the guerrillas, the Co- 
lombian Attorney General’s Office 
said Wednesday in a preliminary 
finding. 

Attorney General Mario Igua- 
ran and chief of detectives Mariluz 
Mendez told reporters that the men 
kidnapped by the Revolutionary 
Armed Forces of Colombia, or 
FARC, were shot with AK-47s, a 
weapon that is not used by Colom- 
bian soldiers. 

Twelve Valle del Cauca legis- 
lators - the 12th is still believed to 
be alive - were abducted by FARC 
guerrillas on April 11, 2002, from 
the assembly chamber in Cali, the 
capital of the southwestern pro- 
vince. 
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Colombian gov't says rebels killed hostages 


Eleven of the 12 hostages died - 


June 18 in the jungle, though it was 
early September before their bodies 
were turned over to a mission of 
the International Committee of the 
Red Cross. 

Colombian President Alvaro 
Uribe immediately accused the 
rebels of killing the 11 captives in 
cold blood, but the FARC says the 
men were killed during an attack by 
a still-unidentified armed contingent 
on the camp where they were being 
held. 

Iguaran said Wednesday that 
each of the lawmakers’ bodies 
bore between five and 14 gunshot 
wounds, and he added that they were 
killed in one place but buried in 
another, according to a reconstruc- 
tion of the events surrounding their 
deaths. He said that the investiga- 
tion has all but ruled out that the

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hostages died in a crossfire, as the 
FARC has claimed. 

“They were murdéred, (but) not 
in the place where they were buried. 
They were murdered, not in a clash 
with the army. The great majority of 
the (bullet) wounds were in the back 
and even if it was not an execution, 


the wounds, in some cases, were 


made from less than three meters 
(yards) away,” Iguaran said. 

Meanwhile, Mendez said that 
the bullets “are not those used by 
the military forces, but rather are 
from AK-47s typically used by the 
guerrillas.” 

In September, an international 
panel of forensic physicians as- 
sembled at Colombia’s request 
by the Organization of American 
States submitted the results of an 
examination of the bodies of the 11 
slain hostages. 

The international experts lim- 
ited themselves to describing the na- 
ture of the fatal wounds, eschewing 
speculation about the circumstances 
of the captives’ deaths. “These are 
the facts, the rest is theory,” the 
panel’s chairman, Dr. James Young; 
said after presenting ‘the 28-page 
report. 

The panel found that most of 


the 11 victims died from multiple 


gunshots fired from a range of tra- 


jectories and distances. The physi- 


cians also found examples of several ' 


different types of ammunition. 
“Two of the hostages were shot 


at point-blank range, according 


to the panel, which said that two 
captives - it is unclear whether 
they were the same two men.- were 
killed by shots to the head while 
the rest were struck in the chest or 
abdomen. 

The 11 men, as well as. their 
colleague Sigifredo Romero, who 
apparently is still alive, were in- 
cluded by the FARC on the list of 
“exchangeable” captives the group 
wants to trade for some 500 impriso- 


ned guerrillas. Among the hostages: 


are former presidential candidate 
Ingrid Betancourt and three U.S. 
military contractors. 

Until last week, Venezuelan 
President Hugo Chavez was leading 
an effort to broker such a prisoner 
exchange, but the Uribe govern- 
ment terminated the mediation 
mission, accusing the Venezuelan 
of overstepping his mandate by 
holding direct conversations with 
Colombia’s military brass.<>

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Homework tips for mom, dad 


CL — For many parents, a dif- 
ficult parenting lesson is deciding 
how much to help their children 
with their homework. While chil- 
dren need to learn things on their 
own, no parent wants to see their 
child struggle in school. That can 
make for 4 difficult dilemma for 
many parents, one that many of.the 
nation’s educators recognize and 
understand. 

The National Education Asso- 
ciation (NEA) points out that help- 
ing your child too much can prove 
harmful, as a teacher needs to know 
where your son or daughter could 
possibly be faltering in the hopes 
of rectifying the situation. 

Perhaps the most helpful thing 
a parent can do, according to NEA, 
is to place a strong emphasis on 
homework, asking to see your 
child’s work after they’re finished 
and letting them know how impor- 
tant homework is. The NEA also 
offers these tips for parents. 

* Make sure your child is well- 
rested, and fed and attends school 
each day. It’s important that your 
child knows how beneficial school 
is, so letting your son or daughter 
skip school on a regular basis is 
never a good idea. Also, your child 
is more likely to do his best if he’s 
gotten the right amount of sleep and 
has eaten well. 

* Get specific. Make asking 
about school and how your child’s 
day was part of your daily routine. 
Ask the specifics and let your child 
give his opinion. 

* Set up a study area in your 
home, if possible. This area should 
be quiet, well-lit and stocked with 
all the supplies your child might 
need. It’s best if this area is used 
solely for studying, so your child 
will know that the area is not for 
play or just hanging around. For

Escrita entre 1885-87, por 
Jules Massenet uno de los com- 
positores franceses más famosos en 
su tiempo, “Werther”, continúa la 
temporada 2007-2008 de Ópera San 
José. La ópera lírica en cuatro actos 
debutó el sabado 17 de noviembre 
en el California Theatre, donde será 
presentada con dos diferentes elen- 
cos hasta el 2 de diciembre. 

A “Werther” se le consideró 
controversial desde que hiciera su 
debut en Viena, el 16 de febrero 
de 1892, una de las causas fue que 
la novela “La tristeza del joven 
Werther”, escrita en 1774 por el 


Werther presta su pistolas a Albert 
y comete suicidio. Representar a 
Charlotte y Werther no es fácil. Los 
papeles son dramáticos y la ópera 
requiere que ambos cantantes estén 
presentes en el escenario durante los 
cuatro actos. Por otra parte, el estilo 
de Massenet requiere mucha técnica

En la primera temporada de . 


David Beckham en la Liga Profe- 
sional de Fútbol de EE.UU. (MLS) 
el protagonismo no ha sido para 
el inglés sino para los jugadores 
latinoamericanos, especialmente las 
decisivas actuaciones del mexicano 
Cuauhtémoc Blanco, el brasileño 
Luciano Emilio y el colombiano 
Juan Pablo Ángel. La llegada del 
delantero Blanco al Fire de Chi- 
cago se convirtió en el fichaje más 
beneficioso en el apartado deportivo 
del llamado “jugador franquicia” al 
convertir a un equipo perdedor y de- 
sahuciado en el que mejor concluyó 
la temporada regular para quedafse a 
sólo un triunfo de disputar la final.
